Claussen ‘Helped’ With Statement

Concern over publicity received by the UNO 
Women’s Intercollegiate Athletic Program and its fi- 
nancial situation is resulting in increased attention 
from the University Administration. 

Last Thursday the University Relations Office 
released a two-page statement stressing the sup- 
port given to the women’s athletic program by the 
administration and Chancellor Ronald Roskens. 
The release was attributed to Women’s Athletic 
Director Connie Claussen. i 

The handout reads, “Public statements by inter- 
ested parties and public comment as well, (which) 
ailege that the Women’s Intercollegiate Program has 
received no funding are false and without 
foundation...” 

The release goes on to praise Roskens, “Until the 
arrival of Chancellor Ronald W. Roskens, one year 
ago, the program received no general support. Upon 


his arrival the Chancellor secured initial funding for 
women’s athletics for the 1973-74 year in the amount 
of $7,500.” 

When asked if she haa composed the released 
statement Claussen replied, “I’m not a good writer.” 
Asked if sameone had helped her compose the 
statement, she answered, “You'd better talk to 
Charlie Hein about that.” (Charles Hein is the Execu- 
tive Assistant to Roskens.) 

Roskens said Friday that he had met with Claus- 
sen and Dr. Richard Flynn, head of the Physical 
Education Dept., to discuss the situation of the 
women’s athletic program. Roskens said, “She 


(Claussen) came to my office at my request so that’ 


we might discuss the situation that has been 
developing concerning women’s athletics.” 

Roskens stated that Claussen and Flynn had 
determined that the public was getting the wrong 
impression about the situation at the Women's P.E. 
Dept. and they felt a need to convey what the situa- 
tion really was. 

Roskens said, “She (Claussen) volunteered in this 


office that there was clarification she felt needed to 
be expressed (concerning recent articles and edi- 
torial comment in the media).” 

Earlier Friday, however, when asked if the press 
release was made on her own initiative, Claussen 
said, “Vil have to say no comment on that.” 

Asked if someone had suggested the statement be 
made by her, she once again stated, “No comment.” 

Contacted Saturday aftérnoon at a volleyball 
practice, Claussen refused to deny that she was feel- 
ing any form of pressure (from the administration). 

Asked if someone else had suggested that some- 
thing be done to “clarify the current situation” she 
replied, “Yes.” 

When questioned as to who did the suggesting, 
Claussen made reference to a meeting she had last 
Tuesday in the Chancellor's office. ; 

At that time, she said, they “all” agreed that clari- 
fication was necessary. Refusing to say who “all” 
were, Claussen indicated that Hein was the man to 
talk with about it.

Dr. Rex Engebretson, assis- 
tant to the Chancellor for 
planning, is urging all students 
to observe the parking regula- 
tions at the St. Margaret Mary 
parking lot across Dodge Street 
from UNO.

New Parking Lot Ok'd 


There ‘will be 300 more parking spaces available to students on 
the west edge of UNO sometime next month along with anew road 
making them more accessible to the rest of the campus according 
to Dr. Rex Engebretson, assistant to the Chancellor for planning. 
The spaces will be in a new lot to be constructed south of and adja- 


cent to parking lot W, next to Annex 15. 
An asphalt road will also be constructed, Engebretson said, 
which will connect lot W with the rest of campus. 
“Students will no longer have to drive out on Dodge St. and 
make that left-hand turn against the traffic when they find the other 


lots full,” he said. 


The road will run from tot W, east past the tennis court and 
Annex 19, on to 66th St. and into parking lot X. 

The Board of Regents approved the expenditure of $85,000 for 
the new lot at its August 31 meeting. Engebretson said the lot 
should be completed by the end of October. 

The area to be surfaced is now a grassy area with some trees 
and old wooden buildings scattered on it. The buildings will be torn 
down, Engebretson said, and the trees which the city has marked 
as dying will be cut down with the healthy ones remaining. 

Engebretson also said the new lot will be lighted. 


Fellowships Are Announced 
For American [Vlinorities 


The Ford Foundation and the 
National Fellowships Fund an- 
nounced last week one-year 
graduate fellowships for Black 
Americans, Mexican Ameri- 
cans, Native Americans and 
Puerto Ricans for the 1974-75 
year. 

These fellowship programs 
are for:students who plan to 
pursue full-time, study toward 
the doctoral degree in the Arts 
or Sciences or who hold a first 
postbaccalaureate _ profes- 
sional degree—such as_ the 
MBA, MPA, MSW or M. Ed.— 
and plan to continue on to the 
doctoral degree in preparation 
for a career in higher education. 

These fellowships are offered 
as part of a broader Ford 
Foundation program of assist- 
ance to historically disad- 
vantaged minorities whose 
opportunities for participation 
in higher education have been 
limited as the result of racial dis-

Foreign Film freaks,

“Cleopatra Jones” is one film 
that doesn’t mask itself behinda 
phoney facade of big name 
European actors, snobby in- 
tellectualism, hokey sym- 
bolism, or flashy film tech- 
niques. It just doesn’t. It’s a 
plain old, action packed 
American made suspense 
thriller. 


Ms. Jones is a sleek, slick 
special agent who could dance 
the Karate Polka around Mr. 
James Bond. She’s a Wonder 
Woman who packs a lot of wit, 
and wallop; not to mention a 
whole lot of style thrown in be- 
sides. 


The plot (1 didn’t say it was 
intricate) evolves around agent 
Cleopatra Jones’ individual war 
on drugs in the ghetto and her 
personal vendetta with Mommy, 
a notorious purveyor of nar- 
cotics in the black inner city. It 
doesn't take Bill Shakespeare to 
figure out that the whole movie 
is centered on an endless array 
of wildly imaginative battles be- 
tween the two ladies. The ac- 
tion is fine, fast, and furious. 


Newcomer Tamara Dobson, 
as Ms. Jones, just couldn't be 
more ofastandout. (Despite the 
fact that she's 6'2” in her 
stocking feet.) The former 
Vogue model trained riggr- 
ously for the part of Cleopatra. 


Her physical training 
included schooling in the 
martial art of karate with famed 
expert Bon Soo Han and regular 
visits to -the Beverly Hills 
Women's Health Club. So sheis 
definitely in shape. Well, don't 
look now, but | think she 
probably had a pretty nice one 
before Bon Soo and the Health 
Club got hold of her.

UNO opened its 1973 football season last weekend by dropping a 17- 
0 decision to a powerful team from Jackson (Miss.) State. ; 

The Tigers lived up to their reputation as contenders for the South- 
west Athletic Conference as they held the Mavericks to a total of 98 yards 
while amassing 309 yards themselves. 

The game was played under a flight drizzle before a disappointing 
crowd of 3,271. 

Jackson State came to Omaha a 22 point favorite based on its speed, 
size, and ability, and the fans witnessed this combination throughout the 
gdme: : 

Walter Payton, the workhorse of-the Tigers, was the key man on the 
Jackson State team as he scored one touchdown, one extra point, and 
kicked a 25 yard field goal. Payton also carried the,ball 18 times for 115 
yards and caught four passes for 72 yards. 

Actually, Payton was the difference between the two teams. He was 
called on, and usually produced, at crucial points throughout the game. 
His coach, Bob Hill, thinks of him as.a Heisman Trophy candidate. 

The UNO defense lived up to expectations as Jackson State was 
unable to penetrate the middle of the Maverick line. Ted Sledge, John 
Whelton, Ray Brust, Scott Mitchell, and Don Cahill forced the Tigers to 
take to the air and the outside. . . 

The Mavericks’ offensive fine performed well against a larger more 
experienced, Tiger defense. The offensive backfield however had prob- 


ems in getting the key yardage when they needed it most. The passing. 


game did not go true to form as Maverick quarterbacks completed only 3 
of 12 attempts. 

Frank Golwitzer looked impressive in the kicking and punting 
department as he managed to get away several good kicks including a 59 
yard punt in the first quarter. 

The Mavericks held their own against the powerful Tigers in the first 
quarter as neither team could master much of an offense in the steady 
drizzle. The quarter was marred by fumbles and penalties on both sides: 

The first scoring play came halfway through the second quarter 
when Jackson State quarterback Jimmy Lewis went over from the one 
yard line, capping a seven play, 62 yard drive. Vernon Perry kicked the

extra point giving Jackson State a 7-0 lead which they took to the 
dressing room at halftime. 


The Tigers’ second touchdown came with 2:45 remaining in the third 
quarter on Walter Payton’s three yard plunge that concluded a 28 yard 
drive. Payton also booted the point after giving the Tigers a 14-0 lead 
going into the fourth quarter. ; 


A roughing the passer penalty in the fourth quarter cost Jackson 
State another touchdown. Cartis Jones had intercepted a Maverick pass 
and raced 80 yards only to have it called back by the penalty. 


With 12:46 remaining in the game, Payton booted a 25 yard field goal, 
giving Jackson State all they needed in securing the victory. 


in the first quarter the Mavericks drove from their own 43 to the 
Jackson State 18. On fourth and eight, Golwitzer faked a field goal and 
Jim Laughery’s pass to Art Anderson was incomplete. 


With 12:41 remaining in the third quarter the Mavericks drove from 
their own 48 to the Tiger five yard line. Junior, Saul Ravenell, who carried 
the ball 15 times for 46 yards, needed three yards on a fourth down play 
but could only manage one in a drive through right tackle. 


Later on, in the final quarter, the Mavericks moved the ball to the 
Jackson State 16 yard line ona ten yard run by quarterback Angelo Intile. 
Faced with a fourth and one, Kevin Kimble, trying to go to the outside, 
lost four yards and killed all hopes of a Maverick score.

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Mavericks Place Second 
At SDU Invitational Meet 


UNO's cross country team travelled to Vermillion, South 
Dakota this past weekend to participate in the USD Cross Country 
invitational, and for the third consecutive year finished second in 
the “unofficial” team standings. 

The meet was held under almost ideal conditions in this, the 
season opener for most area college cross country teams. No offi- 
cial team points are awarded in this meet. 

Leading the way for the young Mavericks (a team which con- 
sists of no seniors, three juniors, one sophomore and seven fresh- 
men), was last years most consistant runner, Jack Schroer. The 
soft spoken sophomore ran the 3.7 mile course in 18 minutes, 11 
seconds matching his sixth place finish of last year. 

South Dakota State University led the way as expected by plac- 
ing five runnersin the top ten. The “Jackrabbits” Garry Bentley was 
the winner for the third consecutive year in leading his team to the 
“unofficial” title. 

Bentley’s time was 17 minutes, 39 seconds. The Jackrabbits 
also had runners finish in second, fifth, eighth, and tenth place giv- 
ing them a total of 21 points. 

Only the top five finishers from-each squad figured in the team 
totals. 

In addition to Schroer's sixth place finish, the Mavericks also 
had Tom Mahr, 9th, (18:24); Lance Herold, 18th, (18:44); Bill 
Melton, 21st, (18:49); Bob Garcia, 44th (19:38); Greg Rosenbaum, 
52nd (19:51); Joe Muir, 59th (20:08); Conroy Jeffries, 75th (21:00); 
and Joe Gasnick, 76th, (21:06). Freshman Bruce Westerlin also 
started for the Mavericks but failed to finish. 

Trailing the UNO squad were the University of South Dakota, 
78; Westmar, 90; Nebraska Wesleyan, 122; Worthington JC 177; 


ISD-Springfield, 195; Sioux Falls College, 207; Augustana, 235; 


Southwest Minnesota, 276; and Dordt College, 283. 

Cross Country assistant coach Jim McMahon said he was 
pleased with the overall team’s performance, especially that of 
freshman Bill Melton and Bob Garcia. 

Next week the UNO harrier team travels to Ames, lowa, to 
participate in the lowa State Invitational. 


$7,500 for

Upon further questioning, 
Claussen said the $7,500 


budgeted to the women’s pro- 
gram and credited to Rosken’s 
efforts in the press release is to 
be used for “load reduction.” 

This means there was no new 

money allocated for equip- 
ment, scholarships, uniforms or 
any of the other ingredients ofa 
university program. 
- Claussen explained that the 
load reduction would allow 
women's P.E. teachers formerly 
teaching a full load (24 hours 
per year), and coaching inter- 
collegiate athletics on a volun- 
tary basis, to reduce their teach- 
ing load and thus get paid for 
their coaching. 

The load reduction will allow 
Claussen and the women’s 
basketball coach to start carry- 
ing a load commensurate with 
other teacher-coaches on cam- 
pus, rather than the extended 
load they had been carrying. 

The $7,500, she said, will be 
used forthe hiring of a part-time 
physical education teacher. To 
date the teacher has not been 
hired, but Claussen said he is 
noped to be available for duty 
starting the second semester.

Pius marks will appear on UNO students’ report cards this year 
if a Student Senate resolution is acted upon by the administration. 
Passed at Thursday evening's Senate meeting, the bil! would 
adopf the grading system currently used at UNL and the Univer- 


sity Medical Center. 


Business college representative Tony Cicco submitted the 
resolution which was written by Doug Clark. 

Cicco gave three reasons for wanting the plus system: 

~ 1. Both UNL and UMC already use plus grading, why shouldn't 

UNO since “we're all in the same system;” 

2. itis easier to get honors under such a marking system; and 

3. Some UNO professors are currently giving students the 
higher of two grades if they finish in a marginal pdints region, 
something Cicco says wouldn't have to be done if plusses were 


given. 


If the resolution goes into effect, the grade point average 
(GPA) maximum will not jump to 4.5 since no A+’s are given. The 
following table illustrates how the system would translate into.

Then added, “We are ‘trying to 
be a progressive organization.” 
Powell stated that the music 
being offered at the “white 
homecoming” is not at issue 
(Buddy Miles is black). In fact, 
he said, “We would still want a 
black homecoming even if the 
Isley Brothers were playing on 
Friday night.” 
Not Separatist 
He also attacked the charge 
that a black homecoming would 
be “separatist” saying, ‘Its not 
separate, but autonomous,” 
and “Black homecoming is 
open to whites just like white 
homecoming is open to blacks.” 
What really seems to be at 
issue is the selection of home- 
coming royality. Powell says, 
“Black people don'tstand much 
of a chance of being elected.” 
Powell failed to mention, how- 
ever, that last year’s Home- 
coming King was Charlie 
McWhorter, an outstanding 
black athlete at UNO. 
$4,000 Not Much 
Powell doesn't: think that a 
maximum of $4,000 is too much 
money. He hopes to attract a 
nationally known group and 
commented, “You can't put a 
price tag on people's pleasure.”
